guage, on the origin of fountains, and on the causes 
of the ebbing and flowing observed in some of 
them, like the tides of the sea. She spoke like 
an angel on this subject, and I never heard it 
treated in a manner more to my satisfaction. 
She spoke well on a variety of subjects, though 
she could not have been prepared beforehand 
to speak upon them any more than we were. 
She is much attached to the philosophy of Sir Isaac 
Newton, and it is marvellous to see a person of her 
age so conversant on abstruse subjects. Yet, how- 
ever I may have been surprised at the extent and 
depth of her knowledge, I was much more amazed 
to hear her speak Latin with such purity, ease, and 
accuracy. After a while the conversation became 
general, every one speaking to her in the language 
of his own country, and she answering in the same 
language. She then told me she was sorry that 
theconversation had taken the turn of an academical 
disputation.” 

It was about the time of M. de Brosse’s visit that 
she published a discourse to prove “ that the study 
of the liberal. arts is not incompatible with the 
understandings of women, by examples from ancient 
and modern times.’’ This was called forth by some 
ill-natured remarks which had been made about 
herself and her acquirements. 

Her most celebrated work, ‘ Instituzioni Ana- 
litiche,” in two quarto volumes, was soon trans- 
lated into French by Mons. Bossut, but more com- 
pletely into English by the Rev. J. Colson, M.A., 
F.R.S., Lucasian Professor of Mathematics in the 
University of Cambridge. Though this learned 
man was well acquainted with the writings of 
Emerson, Maclaurin, and Simpson, upon the same 
subject, he found the ‘* Analytical Institutions’ of 
Agnesi to beso excellent that he learned the Italian 
language at an advanced age for the sole purpose 
of translating that work into English. 

In 1750 her father was prevented by illness from 
fulfilling his duties as Professor of Mathematics in 
the University of Bologna, and so high were Agnesi’s 
talents estimated that a dispensation was procured 
from Benedict XIV. to permit her to occttipy the chair 
in his place. Her lectures gave the greatest satisfac- 
tion; but afteratime more serious thoughts occupied 
her mind, and, to the regret of all except those who 
were blessed by her assistance, she retired to the 
Monastery of the Blue Nuns at Milan, and devoted 
the remainder of.a long life to the service of the 
sick and the poor. ®

in regard to the civil disabilities under which 
women are made to suffer, but also in respect to 
criminal injuries—the worst, the vilest, the most 
iniquitous under which unhappy woman is com- 
pelled to submit. The march of intellect is, however, 
abroad, not merely in reference to the spreading of 
hackneyed maxims and commonplace (miscalled) 
education, but to the better objects that ought to 
engage the attention of mankind. Happy are we 
to observe that Sir G, Grey, the Minister charged 
with the administration of justice in this country, 
admitted in the House of Commons on Wednesday 
last that, in respect to the violence offered to woman, 
and the deception under which she is misled and 
ruined, is unprovided by the law with a remedy, 
and that it is the duty of the state to provide that 
remedy, This important admission took place on 
the discussion of a bill brought in by Mr. Spooner 
to put an end to the infamous traffic in female 
beauty—the pollution and ruin of the younger 
members, without distinction of rank or caste— 
of female youth, carried on in the open day in 
the eyes of, and, with shame be it said, pandered 
and supported by many men of the highest, 
richest, and most influential families in the king- 
dom, To such an extent was even this gross de- 
fect in our law derided by our wise legislators, 
that on the introduction of the measure an 
effort was made to stifle the honourable mover’s 
worthy attempt by laughing him out of his pro- 
priety ; and one gallant member went so far as to 
oppose the bill, on the ground that the details 
necessary to be related in support of the measure 
were too horrid to meet the public eye, as though 
that were not a stronger reason for at once carrying 
an amendment of the present defective state of the 
law into effect ; and but very coolly was such per- 
mission eventually given. Mectings having sub- 
sequently taken place in support of this laudable 
attempt, and with the helping hand of a few 
ministers cf religion, a sensation was caused. 
The little morality that is left in some of our 
public men was roused, disgrace was sha- 
dowed forth as the reward of the renegades, and 
the result is a small promise of amendment—the 
withdrawal of Mr. Spooner’s more comprehen- 
sive measure, and a pledge from the Minister to 
support a bill brought in for the single object before 
alluded to. Thisisa step in the right path, and, al- 
though but a very meagre instalment of justice, an 
admission of the principle that woman is a proper 
object of protection by the law, and one that we 
may hope to see and assist in extending hereafter. 
Be it, therefore, our duty in the present instance 
to point out how the single object sought to be 
attained may be made completely efficient in its 
details, It is admitted on all hands that 
female youth and virtue fall a victim to 
the deceit, treachery, and arts of cunning 
wretches of the worst order of their own 
sex. The Minister, therefore, cannot avert this 
by making the fiendish procuress an object of 
punishment, and so hoping to correct the crying 
evil. This is not sufficient, What is to be done 
with the hirer of the procuress—the scoundrel en- 
riched by gold who uses it to gratify his brutal pas- 
sion—and but for whom the procuress would not 
exist? Punish him with all the vengeance known 
to the law. Let his reward be twice the extent of 
punishment awarded to his debased tool, Apply 
the principle now in force in respect to a thief and 
a receiver of stolen goods. The latter is properly 
considered as the supporter of the thief or cri- 
minal, but for whom the thief would not exist, 
since there would be no means of disposing of his 
prey, and he invariably receives sentence of double 
severity compared with that passed upon the thief, 
Does not the same argument hold with double 
effect when applied to the present subject? No 
recompense can be made to the ruined victim; 
nothing is left to heal the fatal wound but consola- 
tion—and that generally comes too late to soften 
the irreparable injury—beyond holding out the 
hope of a life of greater serenity hereafter. Make, 
therefore, the hirer as well as the procuress ob- 
jects of punishment. Let each have their due; 
and upon him who fosters, employs, and encourages 
the worst of her sex visit that punishment which 


may tend to correct him of his villany, and teach 
him to become a good member of society; while 
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the force of example and the terrors of the law 
may be held forth to the remainder of his class as 
a warning of what they shall endure when they 
follow in the criminal’s evil ways. 


THE QUEEN AND JENNY LIND. 
Tue Queen has with her own hand thrown a bou- 
quet at the feet of Jenny Lind! The act of con- 
descension, we venture to say, has not within a good 
hundred years been paralleled in Europe. And is 
there, then, in this, nothing but an act of condescen- 
sion? Poor-spirited and narrow-souled must he 
be, in truth, who sees in it but this—no more! 
Although hedged in from infancy by barriers of 
steel, yclep’d “etiquette,” the Queen, in the pre- 
sence of thousands of her most fastidious subjects 
(the aristocracy of her Majesty’s Theatre), wil- 
lingly forgets the bonds of form, and impulsively, 
and with a moral daring all her own, offers up the 
most palpable proof of her admiration at the shrine 
of genius! Jenny! Jenny! let that bouquet be 
enshrined in crystal, as a token of gratitude 
on your part, and as an everlasting moral to 
those who would be, but fear to be, truly 
great! Ah! a Queen who can do this, and 
set at defiance that starched fiend Punctilio, is 
worthy of even more than the homage which she 
enjoys. Some French writer, with the cold and 
grinning satire of a De Balzac, tells us that 
monarchs are only ceremonies, Too many, in 
truth, are so; but we challenge the whole world to 
the lists in favour of our Queen as a most marked 
exception. In her we have a human interest, as a 
presiding good, a benefactress, an example, a 
willing redresser of the wronged ; and, beyond these 
sovereign attributes, we see in her that feeling of 
sympathy with and admiration for excellence which 
brings her at once home to our hearts and our 
hearths as a sister whom we love, not less than a 
Queen, at whose feet we bend with the reverence 
due to her illustrious position. 
THE HEALTH OF HER MAJESTY’S 
SUBJECTS. 

So, ‘ The Health of 'Towns Bill’ has, in a great 
measure, fallen to the ground; and the immense 
array of social interests involved in its success has 
been sacrificed. Aware as we had been all along 
of the intolerant bigotry, the rooted prejudices 
which might be expected to assail so beneficial an 
innovation, we did not think that the ** Guardians 
of Nuisance’’ would have made head in the 
way they have done. Sorry are we to perceive 
that over-concession, which, in this instance, is 
a criminality of complaisance, is at the root of the 
failure. What else could have been looked for 
from Civic Commissioners of Sewers, Corporate 
Dictation, and Marylebone Vestrymen? Where 
isnow Lord Morpeth’s hope to hunt down the 
prevailing causes of disease—to let in pure air, 
and supply pure water—to wage war against filth, 
and its attendant fever and pestilence? Where is 
now the hope of the people that the Registrar- 
General's reports would in future present a gra- 
tifying contrast to the dismal disclosures of the 
past? We may well inquire ‘* Where?’ when we 
find that the ‘* Metropolis’’ is actually struck out 
of the bill, and turned over to Lord Morpeth’s 
greater leisure! And does the Minister passively 
submit to all this? We regret to answer 
in the affirmative. Notwithstanding, by his own 
admission, the inhabitants of the metropolis lose 
“‘ eight years of their lives’’ as compared with the 
denizens of England at large, yet sanatory reform 
for them is to be a blessing indefinitely deferred ! 
Why, if London, in lieu of being the mart of this 
great country, the main spring whence all that is 
great, and good, and valuable, the true motor 
whence life is diffused equally to the remotest pro- 
vince as to the most distant colony—if, we say, 
London, in lieu of this, were simply some despised 
and unfortunate village, we are quite sure there 
would be found a Hampden to tell its story and 
to vindicate its cause; and it will, indeed, be a 
disgrace to the present century if the sordid inte- 
rests, corporate or otherwise, based on depraved 
ignorance and the most determined spirit of 
jobbing, be allowed to triumph over the sense of 
the community at large. For the sake of the 
thousands of Children (to say nothing of their 
elders) who are yearly sacrificed on the altar of this 
Moloch, we implore the matrons of England to 
make common cause with the Health of Towns 
Association, in order to advance by moral force, 
and bring to speedy maturity, a reform so earnestly 
demanded, and so imperatively required. 
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SERVANTS AND THEIR EMPLOYERS, 
Tur complaint so unmeasuredly used as it respects 
domestic servants in this country—a complaint 
which is almost exclusively confined to this 
country—has always appeared to us to argue some 
obvious deficiency in the class by whom they are 
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employed. The respectable part of the female 
community appear to expect from their humble 
attendants all the intellectual quickness, the 
honesty, and, we may add, the readiness of obe- 
dience of the educated and the free. And under 
what reservation? That of profound ignorance and 
an entire absence of tyranny. A lady who has 
not confined herself to mere speculation on this 
subject, but who has actively and practically sought 
a remedy for existing exils, writes to us thus :— 

“ Education every year continues to make rapid 
strides, and yet we do not find that servants improve, 
but vice versd. We feelthat we should be doing them 
a serious injury to suffer them to remain in a state of 
ignorance. What, then, is to be done? If you wanted 
to make a boya carpenter, would you content your- 
selves with sending him to school? Would you not 
look out for a clever master, under whom he might 
practise his trade? He might acquire that at school 
which would make him a good man, but would it make 
him a clever tradesman? So of any other trade, and 
so of servant girls. It is astonishing this fact has 
been so long overlooked. The mistress of a family has 
no more time to spare to teach her servants household 
work than she has time to teach them to sew. We 
have long felt it necessary to teach the latter in our 
schools, and why not the former ?”’ 

These plans will, we hope, be carried out, and 
be made part and parcel of the scheme of national 
education ; and, at the same time, it is pleasing to 
observe, by the proceedings of the Domestic 
Servants’ Institution, of which the first annual 
meeting was held on Tuesday (in our column of 
metropolitan news), that servants are themselves 
beginning to give undoubted guarantees for 
industry, moral and physical, and those higher 
qualities by which alone it can be preserved and 
rightly directed. For the most part, servants have 
hitherto been wholly improvident, and, therefore, 
reckless both of the present and the future. Now, 
however, the case is greatly altered. A very small 
subscription on the part of male or female servants 
annually ensures them an annuity of from £20 to 
£25. The subscriptions of 1048 for the first year 
amount to £204. 16s. ; the donations from members 
to £229, 12s.; and from friends to near £800. 
The prospects, therefore, are cheering, more par- 
ticularly when we reflect that in the metropolis 
there are considerably over 100,000 female servants, 
and of both sexes in England and Wales above 
1,000,000. That truly philanthropic and excellent 
nobleman, Lord Robert Grosvenor, honoured the 
meeting as chairman, and it was announced that 
Mr. Hankey, junior, had consented to act as 
treasurer,

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FRANCE. 

The Paris journals of Monday have reached us. 
The Moniteur contains royal ordinances appointing 
M. Dumon, the Minister of Public Works, to the 
Finances, in the place of M. Lacave-Laplagne; Ge- 
neral Trezel, Peer of France, Minister of War, in 
place of General Moline Saint-Yon; and the Duke 
de Montebello, Peer of France, and Ambassador at 
Naples, to be Minister of Marine, in place of Admiral 
de Mackau. M. Jaye, Peer of France, Prefect of the 
Rhone, is to be the new Minister of Public Works; 
and M, Guizot is to hold the portfolio of Marine until 
the Duke de Montebello shall arrive. It is announced 
in the ordinances that General Moline Saint-Yon and 
Admiral Mackau had given in their resignation, but 
this is not said of M. Lacave-Laplagne. It was known 
in Paris that he had refused to resign. The appoint- 
ment of the Duke de Montebello as Minister of Ma- 
rine created some surprise in Paris, says our cor- 
respondent; but it is said to have been made on the 
recommendation of several admirals and captains, 
who were consulted, and who do not approve of having 
a naval man at the head of the Marine, The Presse 
has another furious attack upon M. Guizot, and it 
will be more furious now that it sees that he has re- 
fused to take any of its patrons into office. 

In Tuesday’s papers are some long articles on the 
late changes in the Cabinet, and the stormy discus- 
sion in the Chamber of Deputies on Monday, on the 
motion of M. Cremieux, for preventing any member 
of the Chamber being concerned as directors of rail- 
roads. Onthe former subject there is but one opinion 
expressed by the Opposition journals, They regard 
the new appointments as a mere trick to prevent the 
Taki from falling to pieces, and an attempt to 
divert the anger of the public, caused by the general 
mal-administration of the finances, from M. Guizot 


to the retiring, or rather expelled, members of the 
Ministry. 


SPAIN, 

The anniversary of the rising of the people of 
Madrid on the 2nd of May was celebrated with more 
than usual ceremony ; and the journals have all 
leading articles, in rather an inflated style, on the 
necessity of keeping up the national independence. 
The anti French feeling is evidently on the increase. 
Narvaez has at length left Madrid for Paris. The 
Tiempo publishes the petition of Don Henry to the 
Queen, praying her to give her permission for his 
marriage with the sister of the Count de Castillon. 
The Queen appeared in public in mourning, without 
the King, and went on the following day to a bull- 
fight also without her husband. 

From the Madrid journals of the 5th we learn that 
the death of the President of the Chamber of Deputies 
had created great sensation, as he was aman respected 
by all parties. The Queen, it appears, prorogued the 
Cortes sine die. The death of the President is pro- 
bably the pretext, but the motive must be the 
wish of the Ministry to obtain breathing time, and to 
make arrangements for consolidating its majority. 
On the return of the Queen from the Prado, on the 
4th, two explosions like pistol-shots were heard. The 
Queen betrayed no fear, and it was subsequently an- 
nounced that the explosion was caused by two petards 
which some idle boys had thrown into the road, and 
on which the wheels of her carriage passed. It is an- 
nounced that several Moderados have joined the 
Progressist minority. It is probable, therefore, that 
M. Pacheco, if supported by the Progressists, will be 
able to hold his ground. 

The Queen is said to have given her consent to the 
marriage of Don Henry with the sister of the Count 
de Castellon. 

We have accounts from Madrid of the 6th. The 
Queen had on the preceding day left for Aranjuez, ac- 
companied, as usual, by the father and sister of her 
husband, although not by the latter. The Gazette 
contains the ordonnance for suspending the Cortes— 
a measure taken, as our letters say, in the interest of 
the Ministry, and to baffle the oratorical attacks pre- 
pared by the Moderados. It was rumoured that Sala- 
manca meant to put his financial projects into execu- 
tion, trusting to a bill of indemnity. The Heraldo 
remarks that the budget of expenses has been increased 
by 75,177,145 reals. On the civil list there is an in- 
crease of 4,000,000, meant, as supposed, to be a dota- 
tion for the King, 

PORTUGAL: 

The contents of Lisbon letters are important. The 
Queen of Portugal has wisely consented to the terms 
proposed on the part of the British Government. 
Colonel Wylde was about to depart for St. Ubes, to 
put a stop to hostilities. The Queen and Government 
surrendered their objections in the most handsome and 
liberal manner. 

There is scarcely a shadow of doubt that Colonel 
Wylde’s mission will be successful soon after he ar- 
rives and communicates the terms of which he is the 
bearer, and the nature of his instructions. Those in- 
structions imply an immediate armed intervention by 
England in support of the Queen’s prerogative, should 
the terms not be accepted. t 

A new Ministry has been formed. Count Tojal, 
however, remains Minister of Finance for the present. 
The other appointments are: Interior — Francisco 
Tavares de Almeida Proenga. Justice and Eccclesi- 
astical Affairs—Manoel Duarte Leitao. Foreign Af- 
fairs and ad interimWar—Ildefonso Leopoldo Bayard. 

Letters from Oporto speak of that city remaining 


tranquil. Saldanha continued at his old quarters of 
Oliveira, 
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Casal and the Queen’s troops have definitively 
abandoned the provinces of the Tras-os-Montes and 
the Minho, and established their head-quarters at 
Lamego, on the south of the Douro. 

The English steamer Royal Tar, which had been 
bought by the Portuguese Government from the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company for £10,000, was 
captured by the insurgents on the 21st of April, as 
she was about to enter the Tagus. She had on board 
10,000 muskets and 40,000 cartridges. A sloop, be- 
longing to the Queen's party, was also taken by the 
insurgents, whilst on her way from Gibraltar. 

GERMANY, 

THE Lytnc IN STATE OF THE ARCHDUKE.— 
ViENNA, May 4.—At eight o’clock this morning the 
remains of his Imperial Highness the Archduke are 
laid in state in the Hof burg Chapel. The walls are 
hung with black cloth, upon which are suspended the 
various armorial bearings of the deceased. The Im- 
perial Duke, lying on the state bed, is attired in a 
marshal’s uniform, his hands crossed on his breast, 
surrounded by a hundred burning wax tapers. At 
his feet lie his field-marshal’s staff, and his hat and 
sword; at his head a crown; on his right and left the 
Golden Fleece, the Grand Cross of the Order of 
Theresa, and several other splendid decorations. The 
heart of the hero is now (three o’clock) being conveyed 
to the church of St. Augustine, and his entrails to the 
church of St, Stephen; in two hours the remains of 
the Duke will be deposited in the imperial vault of 
the Capuchins. 

EGYPT, 

ALEXANDRIA, April 80.—The Pacha arrived here 
from Cairo on the Bth instant, Recompanteg by the 
principal officers of the court and the leading European 
consuls-general. His present intention is to remain 
here for the summer, 

A representation having been made to him by the 
merchants, of the great inconvenience trade labours 
under from the want of pier accommodation, he has 
ordered the erection of four additional wharfs—one for 
cotton, one for flax, two for corn, and the existing one 
to be in future reserved for coals. 

The brig Indus, Captain John Browne, continues 
on the sand; but it is expected she will be got off on 
the first northerly wind setting in. It is not expected 
she will have sustained any scrious damage. 

The East India Company’s steam-ship Akbar left 
Suez for Bombay with the outward London mails and 
passengers of the 7th on the 23rd instant, at four 
a.m., all well. 

TURKEY. 

ConsTANTINOPLE, April 27.—The news of the ar- 
rival of the French fleet, under the command of Prince 
de Joinville, in the Archipelago, has completely as- 
tounded every one, and confounded the Porte in par- 
ticular; and to-day all the Ministers of the Divan as- 
sembled at the house of the Grand Vizier to take the 
unlooked-for matter into consideration, and make such 
representations as may be deemed necessary. It is 
stated the result of these deliberations will be a de- 
mand to the French ambassador of an official expla- 
nation of these hostile demonstrations. 

The Greek question has now arrived at that danger- 
ous climax that the least imprudent step from the one 
party or from the other will precipitate a war. 

Great excitement is entertained to see what course 
will be adopted by the Porte on the departure of the 
Greek representative, who leaves to-day for Athens, 
accompanied by the whole of his embassy. In the 
meantime the interests of Hellenic subjects are to be 
placed under the jurisdiction and sway of Muhtar 
Bey, the grand customer, 

Letters from Teheran mention the arrival in that city 
of three Affghan ambassadors—one from Candahar, 
one from Cabool, and one from Herat—who hadalready 
opened proposals for an alliance with Persia. Great 
secrecy, however, pravailed. 

Mehemet Ali has assured the Sultan that, in case of 
a struggle, he might depend upon his co-operation. 
On the 19th inst. an order was issued for fortifying and 
reinforcing the islands of the Archipelago. Four 
hundred men left in the course of last week for My- 
telene, and seven hundred are to depart on Wednes- 
day next for Samos. 

UNITED STATES AND MEXICO. 

By the Zurich, American packet-ship, arrived at 
Havre on Monday last, New York papers to the 21st 
of April, four days later than those previously received, 
have arrived. ‘The news they contain from Verk Cruz 
has been anticipated by the Tay, but they enable us 
to give with more of detail the distribution of General 
Scott’s army, On the 2nd of April the main body was 
still encamped at Vera Cruz. General Quitman had 
marched upon Alvarado (on the shore twelve leagues 
S.E. of Vera Cruz) on the 80th of March; reports had 
reached Vera Cruz that he had met with opposition 
on his route, but they were not credited. 

On the 2nd of April Colonel Harney was detached 
with the 2nd Dragoons to take possession of Antigua, 
eight miles north of Vera Cruz, at the mouth of the 
river of the same name. General Twiggs, with the 
advance guard, had marched in the direction of the 
strong pass of Puerte Nacional, on the river Antigua, 

The Washigton journals received by the Zurich are 
full of speculations on the probability of the Mexican 
Government being induced to listen to terms of peace 
by the fall of Vera Cruz. The Washington Govern- 
ment is not indisposed to make the first overtures ; 
and it is said that the terms offered would be more

The Vienna Gazette of the 4th inst. contains an 
ordinance of the Emperor for the army to wear 
mourning for the late Archduke Charles for six 
weeks, A monument is to be erected to his memory, 

The Portsmouth theatre was, last Friday, sold 
to Government to make way for a contemplated 
extension of the infantry barracks. 

It has been finally arranged that Mr. and Mrs, 
Charles Mathews will be the managers of the 
Lyceum, next season, which will not commence 
until the autumn,

One married M. Kun, a Frenchman, 
without his consent, but demanded her portion on 
the ground that, having by her marriage become 
French, she could not be affected by the prohibiting 
clause of the will. Mr. Stacpoole resisted this 
claim, and the Tribunal has decided that, as the 
will was made by an Englishman, and has been 
proved in England, all questions arising out of it 
must be tried and decided there.— Paris paper. 
The Second Chamber of Darmstadt has decided 
that children under nine years of age shall not be 
allowed to work in the manufactories; children of 
from nine to twelve may be authorized by the 
police to work for a period not exceeding eight 
hours each day, and those between twelve and 
sixteen may work ten hours. In the course of the 
debate on the measure it was stated that there are 
more than 10,000 children employed in the manu- 
factories in the Grand Duchy of Hesse-Darmstadt. 
On Sunday last, as the vicar of Azay le Rideau 
(Indre et Loire) was about to perform the evening 
service, he found at his feet what appeared to him to 
be a bundle of linen, and which he ordered to be car- 
ried into the sacristy. On being examined, after the 
service, it was found to contain the body of a new- 
born infant, which had been dead at least a week. 


The Belgian journals state that a M. Dietz, of St. 


Petersburg, has invented a means of railroad 
travelling by horses instead of locomotives, by 
which an average speed of fifteen miles an hour 
can be obtained. The details of this invention are 
not given, but it is supposed the plan is somewhat 
similar to one brought forward in England several 
years ago, in which the horses were made to work 
within a carriage, as a squirrel does in his cage. 

We learn from Vienna that the Archduke Charles 
died there on the 30th ult., in his 76th year. ‘The 
deceased, who was one of the most illustrious 
veterans of the Austrian army, was married toa 
Princess of Nassau, and has left four sons, one of 
whom, the Archduke Frederick, is a captain in the 
Austrian navy ; and two daughters, the eldest of 
whom is Queen of the Two Sicilies. 

A Berlin letter, of the Ist, gives the following 
account of the King of Prussia’s appearance at the 
opera on the preceding evening, being his first since 
the opening of the Diet: —‘‘The Queen accompanied 
his Majesty. The opera was “ Iphigénie en 'Tau- 
ride.’ They were received with unanimous cheers 
from all parts of the house, The Queen acknow- 
ledged the greetings with great condescension, re- 
maining standing at the front of the royal box for 
several minutes. The King was evidently much 
affected, and his countenance expressed the most 
lively satisfaction. The Prince of Prussia and 
Prince Frederic stood behind their Majesties. 
Madame Viardot was admirable in the part of 
Iphigénie, and was repeatedly applauded by the 
King. After the conclusion of the piece the whole 
house recalled the successful cantatrice ; the King 
joined in the general plaudits, and then retired.” 

It would appear from a Berlin letter in the Ger- 
man Journal of Frankfort, of the 2nd, that the la- 
dies of that capital take a warm interest in politics. 
Two of the most distinguished have, it is said, 
called upon the females of Berlin generally, to pre- 
sent an address of thanks, with the homage.ofan 
oaken crown, to the Deputy Beckerath, whom they 
regard as the most zealous defender of the rights 
of the country inthe Diet. ; 

Mr. Deemster Heywood, in dismissing a. petition 
on Monday last, in re Wynyard v. Curphy, said :-— 
“Almost every week the Manx papers contained 
scandalous libels: he only wondered there were so 
few prosecutions. ‘The Manx press was a curse 
and a scourge to the country; and he knew that 
many strangers were deterred fiom going there on 
account of it. He should be glad, and it would be 
better, if there were not a single paper in the island,

On Monday the Lord Chancellor of Ireland, in 
the case of Piers v. Piers, decided against the 
validity of the alleged marriage of the late Sir John 
and Lady Piers, in May, 1815, in the Isle of Man, 
chiefly on the evidence of the Bishop of Rochester, 
then Bishop of Sodor and Man, who deposed that 
he had not granted his special licence for its cele- 
bration, which was essential to its legality, as it 
did not take place in church, 

At the various services in the Catholic Church 
of St. Nicholas, Copperas-hill, on Sunday morning, 
the congregations, particularly the poorer portions 
of them, were addressed by the officiating minister, 
on the necessity of adopting precautionary measures 
against the progress of that fever which had pro- 
strated so many of their fellow-worshippers. ‘The 
means pointed out were proper ventilation and 
whitewashing of houses, removal of nuisances, 
cleanliness in person and clothing, &e.—Liverpool 
Mercury. 

The Augsburg Gazette contains an account of dis- 
turbances which have broken out in the different 
towns of Bohemia owing to the scarcity and dear- 
ness of provisions. At Leimeritz, the people, after 
having assailed the corn-merchiunts with stones, 
laid hands upon one of the principal dealers, and 
cut off both his ears. ‘ Serious excesses,’’ says 
the Gazette de Manheim, “took place in our cit 
on the 5th of the month. The workpeople broke 
into the houses of the merchants, and possessed 
themselves of considerable sums of money, on the 
pretext that they were required for the use of 
their suffering brethren. The whole of the gar- 
rison turned out, and a great many arrests were 
effected, In the duchy of Brunawioe; the troubles 
lately noticed appear to have subsided; but the 
destruction of vessels belonging to the royal do- 
main of Walkenried, supposed to have been by 
incendiaries, is noticed with expressions of regret. 
These vessels are supposed to have been laden 
with grain and potatoes.” 

The admirers of the Swedish Nightingale, and 
they are Legion, will be glad to hear that her Ma- 
jesty’s illustrious Consort, who is an excellent 
judge of music, has spoken in the warmest terms 
of Jenny Lind’s extraordinary vocal powers. ‘lis 
Royal Highness expressed himself to a gentleman 
something after the following manner :—‘* Not only 
is her voice a pure soprano, of extensive compass, 
correct intonation, equal throughout the register, 
but mellifluous and rich; flexible, and of sufticient 
power to fill any theatre; and her mode of sus- 
taining notes is truly wonderful, while her shake is 
close and perfect ; add to these qualifications her 
histrionic talent, which is equal to her vocal abili- 
ties ; and her unaffected, modest demeanour throws 
an irresistible charm upon her whole performance.”’ 

Mrs. Butler, in her * Year of Consolation,”’ 
gives a beautiful description of domestic luxuries 
in Rome. She says, ‘“* My bedroom door and 
window open: upon a terraced garden at least 
forty feet above the street, full of orange and 
lemon trees, magnolias, myrtles, and oleinders, 
and camellias, roses and violets, in bloom; a foun- 
tain of the aqua felice trickles, under the superin. 
tendence of a statue, into a marble shell, and 
thence escapes under the garden. ‘The view from 
thence of the Eternal City and its beauteous girdle 
of hills surpasses all description, and the twin 
towers of the Trmita rise close to it up into the 
blue sky, which looks through the belfry arches as 
through windows down into my sleeping-room. 
The coloured tiles of all our anterooms and pas- 
sages enchant me: so do the gay painted ceilings. 
The little room where I bathe is a perfect delight to 
me, with its Latin inscription on the lintil, its 
walls covered with fresco cupids and dolphins, and 
altars with flames, and baskets with flowers, all 
strung together by waving patterns of wreaths and 
garlands,” 

A private letter from Jerusalem says that several 
parties of English have found their way to Jerusalem 
over the desert—a route which saves the twelve 
days’ quarantine inflicted on those who come from 
Alexandria to Jaffa by sea.

Too frequent allusion cannot be made to the progress 
of true taste in this country, and its expansion amongst 
all classes, particularly of late years. Doubtless one 
of the first of those who contributed to so beneficial an 
influence was the refined connossieur, the late Mr. 
Beckford. His son-in-law, the present Duke of Hamil- 
ton, is following close in the footsteps of so eminent an 
example. Amidst the magnificent collections of works 
of art the noble duke by marriage inherited was the 
famous Beckford Library, which has been removed to 
the Palace of Hamilton, a spot in every respect worthy 
its reception. Here the valuable tomes, the scarce 
manuscripts, and folios of high interest, have found 
an appropriate classic temple, erected on purpose for 
them, from the designs of Mr. Goodrich, the architect 
to the late Mr. Beckford at Bath, and the interior 
artistic embellishments in colour have been executed 
by Sang. The style is Greco-Italien, and the plan con- 
sists of three avenues meeting in a quadrangle, covered 
by a splendid dome. The dome is formed by four 
spandrels, in which are beautifully portrayed the alle- 
gorical figures representing the Sister Arts, while the 
names of the Breatest intellects are emblazoned, and 
most richly decorated, in the numerous compartments 
of the ceiling. The dome and the arched avenues, 
friezes, &c., form exquisite picturesque effects from 
every point of view. Sang always appears certain from 
the first of his results—working towards the end de- 
sired, with a master hand, guided by a master mind; 
and in this, the last of his productions, will be found 
further corroboration of that accomplished talent to be 
met with in his many other public and private works 
in Great Britain and the Continent. In a word, of the 
library at Hamilton, the brilliant colours, the gold 
arabesque embellishments, the massive pilasters in red 
granite, the lapis lazuli friezes, and the classic order 
of its entablature, form one of those harmonious wholes 
eyer so difficult to describe without the aid of the 
pencil and palette. And yet, withal, there exists that 
sombre repose and impress of calm tranquillity so in- 
dispensable to a place devoted to study and the earnest 
contemplation of art. To his grace that praise is due 
for having added another classic tribute to corréct 
taste, and thus giving additional stimulus to the 
wealthy of this country to vie with each other ina race 
so intellectual and praiseworthy as the erection of 
ennobling and lasting objects of art. 

For a week past great dissatisfaction has been 
evinced by the labourers employed upon the South 
Staffordshire Railway in the neighbourhood of Wal- 
sall, and the whole of them, numbering several hun- 
dreds, have struck work, In consequence of this step, 
the contractors called in the aid of a number of Irish- 
men, who, it is alleged, worked under the prices paid 
to those who had ‘turned out.’ On Monday night 
the men who had left work visited the pits ‘in the 
neighbourhood, and, collecting together a formidable 
body of miners, armed themselves with bludgeons, 
many of which were torn up from hedges and trees on 
the road sides, and proceeded to Walsall, where the 
Irish labourers are located. They commenced a fero- 
cious attack upon the windows and doors of the Irish- 
men’s houses, and, before the inmates became aware 
of the object of their assailants, some of them were 
most unmercifully beaten. The Irish party gathered a 
strong force, and were about to retaliate upon the 
‘ turn-outs,’’ and had it not been for the interference 
of the magistrates, attended by the police, serious, if 
not fatal, consequences must have fellowed. The 

olice, under the order of/ Mr. Rulfe, the chief super- 
intendent, sallied out upon the rioters, and succeeded 
in apprehending four of the ringleaders. 

The inquiry into the recent cases of murder by 
hanging at Llanbyther has terminated, and the jury 
returned the following verdict :—‘‘ That Mary Hughes, 
the mother of the children, hanged and killed the de- 
ceased, Mary Hughes, but being at the time in a fit of 
insanity.’’ The verdict was accompanied with a cen- 
sure on the husband, David Hughes, for taking his 
wife out of the care of the person provided by the 
parish, and also on John Evans and Mary Hughes, 
for leaving the accused alone with the children in the 
house, they well knowing her state of mind. The 
husband stated in exculpation of his conduct that the 
person with whom his wife was living refused to keep 
her any longer; and John Evans said that she had 
often before been left alone with the children. It ap- 
pears she must have carried the children up herself 


one by one, as to go up to the loft she was obliged to: 


go.up a ladder, there being no staircase there; and, to 
come down after the bodies were suspended, ‘she must 
have been obliged to move one of ‘them to the side. be- 
fore she could get to the ladder In a conversation 
she has had with some persons, she says, “« My. chil- 
drén are happy now;” and although not stating directly 
that she was impelled to the crime by some unseen 
agent, she has, since the murder has been committed, 
said that some persons are born under bad and good 
planets, and that they cannot help being under the 
influence of that planet, a piece of astrology that we 
were not peenarad for in this case. She appeared to 
be aware of what was going on,:and her only inquiry 
was, ‘ What was to become of her?” She still remains 
in the custody of. the police. . 

Some time ago the ship Swatara, having arrived off 
this port, was driyen.on to the coast of the Isle of Man 
ina gale, and to save the ship the masts were cut 
away.

A family of the name of Rowse was very nearly 


poisoned in Bury St. Edmund’s, on Saturday, from § Mantle, who fastened a rope to his waist and 


partaking of bread which was afterwards found to con- 
tain arsenic. The bread, it appears, was baked in the 
house, partly by the mother and partly by the daughter, 
but how the arsenic was introduced has not been as- 
certained. Luckily a surgeon was called in in time to 
saye the sufferers, who, however, are still labouring 
under the effects of the poison. 

Shortly after six o’clock on Saturday morning an 
extraordinary though fearful accident took place at 
the Brighton terminus of the London and Brighton 
Railway, by which several carriages were demolished, 
and considerable damage done to the station. The 
particulars, as faras we have been able to learn, are 
as follow:—At the hour named, a train of luggage 
waggons having been backed into a sliding, the en- 
gine No, 54 (one of Gray’s manufacture) was de- 
tached, and the engine-driver proceeded with it 
through the points into the main down-line on the 
London side of the company’s engine-works (about 
600 yards from the temps) There, for some reason 
unexplained, it was left on the line, the engine-driver 
and stoker attending to some trivial business in the 
engine-house. According to other statements they 
left the ‘‘ gear’’ of the engine in a proper position; 
but this seems improbable, for in a few minutes it was 
observed in motion, bearing down the line in the di- 
rection of the terminus. The engine-driver and stoker 
ran to overtake it, and many others jgined in the pur- 
suit, butit gained every moment in speed, rushing 
forward into the terminus at a rate of 12 or 15 miles 
anhour. The porters looked aghast at the approaching 
engine, and a collision with the carriages that were 
standing on the rail at the end being inevitable, they 
made a hasty retreat. In a moment afterwards the 
engine crashed all the carriages with terrific force, 
totally demolishing the whole of them; the fragments 
of which struck the front of the parcels-office and part 
of the refreshment-room with such force as to shatter 
them in, The large buffer springs and posts at the 
end of the rails were likewise shattered to pieces, and 
part of the end of the platform torn up. The engine, 
strange to say, kept its equilibrium, though off the 
rails; and, with the exception of the front buffers, 
which were turned up, it seems not to have sustained 
any injury. Doubtless, had not the carriages been on 
the rails, it would have swept through the terminus. 
Had it occurred when the passenger trains were run- 
ning the consequences would have proved of a la- 
mentable character. The company have since directed 
the engine-driver to be taken into custody, he having 
acted against the rules and regulations, which set forth 
that the engines are not to be left on the permanent 
lines unguarded, under any circumstances. 

An inquest was held on Saturday last, before Mr. J. 
Gregory, coroner for the southern division of Leices- 
tershire, on view of the body of William Moore, who 
came by his death under the following circumstances :— 
The deceased-was a young mah, carrying on business 
at Gilmorton, near Lutterworth. On Monday a sum- 
mons was seryed upon him, requiring him to attend at 
the Town-hall, Lutterworth, on Thursday, and answer 
to a charge of assault preferred against him by John 
Cooke. After the service of the summons the deceased 
became excited, and expressed his determination not 
to appear: ‘*he would sooner shoot himself first!” 
No notice was taken of this observation at the time, 
but it was afterwards ascertained that the deceased 
had. borrowed a gun at one place, some percussion 
caps at another, and powder and shot at a third. 
Having secreted these articles in his sleeping-room, 
the deceased left home, and passed the principal part 
of his time at the public-houses, drinking to excess, 
up to Wednesday night, when he returned home and 
went to bed. About eight o’clock on Thursday morn- 
ing he arose, shortly after which Mrs. Moore was 
alarmed at hearing the report.of a gun. She imme- 
diately proceeded up stairs, and was there horror- 
struck -at finding her husband extended on the floor, 
weltering in his blood. Medical assistance was ob- 
tained as quickly as possible, when it was found that 
the contents of the gun had entered the left side and 

assed out at the right, a little below the shoulder, in- 

icting two frightfully lacerated and extensive wounds 
and exposing the lungs. Notwithstanding these in- 
juries the deceased survived until one o’clock in the 
afternoon of the following day. The jury returned a 
verdict, ‘hat the deceased destroyed himself whilst 
labouring under an attack of temporary insanity.” 

An awful catastrophe, attended with the loss of four 
lives, occurred at Newhaven on Saturday. The la- 
bouring men in this town obtain their livelihood prin- 
cipally by collecting large stones called boulders, 
which are exported to potteries in different parts of 
the world. Six boats went to sea for that purpose 
early in the morning of Saturday, the wind being then 
very moderate, but about eleven it increased toa gale, 
and the sea raged furiously, Assistance was sent along- 
shore to the boatmen, and two of the crews, after using 
their best endeavours to save their boats (which be- 
longed to Messrs. W. Stone and Son, and Mr. John 
Bull, and. have since become total wrecks), wisely 
abandoned them, and climbed the cliffs by means of a 
gap lately made for that purpose near Bearshide. 
Another boat nearer, belonging to a labourer, was 
saved with great difficulty by being hauled up the 
beach; two others came safe into the harbour ; but, 
the last, in attempting to make the harbour, was upset 
by a gigantic wave, having at the time five men in 
her.

of my reminiscences, acquired from nearly a daily inter- 
course with them. I believe the picture will prove 
a faithful likeness; for though I candidly confess 
I am no great admirer of French modern authors, 
I would not wish deliberately to bedaub my canvas 
with too deep or sombre a colouring. 


““T was told that the foyer of the Opera was the 
general rendezvous for all the literary men of France. 

“*Look here,’ said my friend ; ‘do you see that 
little red-faced Falstaff, with his dark black eyes? It 
is De Balzac, so well known to all the French ladies 
by his satirical novels.’ 

“‘T subsequently learned that the first book which 
gained him celebrity was ‘La Peau -de Chagrin,’ 
written when he was about forty years of age. His 
earlier works were published under the assumed name 
of Horace de St. Aubin; and when his book ‘ Eugénie 
Grandet’ appeared with his real name prefixed, most 
people were ignorant that the author had already 
published twenty volumes. His reputation increased 
so rapidly that an editor, M. Delloge, bought the 
exclusive right of publishing his works for fifteen 
years, at the rate of 15,000 francs per annum, during 
his life, in addition to 6000 francs in ready money.

“The next person of distinction I happened to be 
introduced to was Alphonse Karr, who is not much 
handsomer than De Balzac. Karr was formerly a 
professor in a college, and began his literary career by 
writing articles for a Sunday paper, called F%garo. 
He likes to be considered eccentric, and takes the most 
scrupulous care to distinguish himself by everything 
that is odd and original, to excite public attention. 
Notoriety is to him one of the staple articles of exist- 
ence. He used to dress ina suit of black velvet for 
winter, and in nankeen for summer; but, though the 
materials and colour of his vestments were very oppo- 
site, his fashion never varied. His mode of living is 
entirely Turkish. He has no chairs in his rooms, only 
cushions ; and sleeps on a sofa without taking off his 
body clothes. He generally writes lying down on the 
ground—a somewhat singilee mode of collecting his 
cogitations. From everything you see and hear of 
him he seems to have adopted the opinion of Alcibiades, 
that anything is better for an ambitious man than not 
to be spoken of. He has a negro servant, whom he 
dresses in scarlet, and sends out to walk with a very 
fine Newfoundland dog, named Freyschiitz, which he 
introduces into all his writings as his only faithful 
friend, The dog and his servant add mightily to his 
popular notoriety; for he is, without doubt, ih most 
perfect personification of French literary vanity in 
Paris.” * * * * 


A pleasant evening (a Thé) is spent at George 
Sand’s (Madame Dudevant) ; and next we come to 
Eugene Sue, author of ‘The Mysteries of Paris” 
and ‘The Wandering Jew’’ :— 


“His father was a physician, who had realized a 
comfortable independency in Paris, and who left his 
son, our author, about twelve or fourteen hundred 
pounds a year. Young Eugéne Sue studied surgery, 
and was for nearly two years on board a French vessel 
in the Mediterranean as assistant-surgeon. He has 
now a house in Paris, furnished in the most tasteful 
and elegant manner, in the style of the Renaissance. 
It is said that the furniture alone cost him more than 
£4000—a large sum for a Parisian author. Unfortu- 
nately, his change of circumstances has spoiled him. 
At present, his greatest ambition is to be considered 
of noble descent. Nature’s nobility cannot satisfy him. 

“‘ T had not been long in Paris until I was introduced 
to Alexandre Dumas, who, hearing I was a foreigner, 
began talking of Brussels, and of the many kind and 
intelligent friends he had made there. He isa tall 
man, with dark complexion, blue eyes, and rather a 
Moorish face. * * Me : 

“Monsieur Dumas is the son of the republican 
French general Alexandre Dumas, who, it is reported, 
was thrown into prison by the father of the present 
King of Naples. Although the author of so many 
works, which are highly paid for by the publisher, 
Dumas keeps no carriage, nor have his beryants any 
livery. * . ; 

se is France, the readers of reviews and of the daily 
papers not being of the same class of persons as the 
subscribers to circulating libraries, a species of literary 
speculation has arisen out of this circumstance. Bal- 
zac, for example, sold for a high price to the Revue de 
Paris a novel in separate chapters, which was a month 
afterwards again published in volumes ; and the second 
editor had no reason to complain that the sale had 
diminished in consequence of the previous publication 
of the work. George Sand (or Madame Dudevant, 
one and the same person) and Jules Janin generally 
sell the first edition of a work in two volumes for 6000 
francs (£240). It is doubtful if they ever raise as much 
as 8000 franes (£320).” 

The conclusion of the article, and the description 
of Monsieur Le Bigna, the purchaser of waste, and 
the terror of the popular author, are very amusing; 
but, unfortunately, we have not space for the

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ANECDOTE OF THE RUSSIAN GENERAL 
SUWAROFF. 

John Kutaisoff, the favourite of the Emperor 
Paul, was originally a Circassian slave, and in that 
condition he was brought to St. Petersburg. He 
entered the service of the Emperor in the capacity 
of valet, and he was successively raised to the 
dignities of baron and count, and to the post of im- 
perial grand equerry. When Suwaroff returned 
to St. Petersburg, after his campaign in Italy, the 
Emperor Paul sent Kutaisoff as the bearer of his 
congratulations to the victorious general. Suwaroff, 
who to the bluntness of a soldier united no small 
share of satirical humour, said, when Kutaisoff 
presented himself, ‘‘ Pardon me, count, I am an 
old man, and my memory fails me—the fact is Ido 
not clearly recollect the origin of your illustrious 
family. Doubtless the title of count was won on 
the field of battle—by some great victory ?’—“ I 
am not aware that any of my family have earned 
military distinction,’ answered the ex-valet ; “and 
1 have myself never served in the army.”

We never visit this theatre without a rather selfish 
feeling of regret that its locality is not less northerly ; 
for so admirably is this establishment conducted that, 
were it more in the centre of London, it would not 
only be a great source of delight to the general play- 
goer, but would act as a stimulant to our more 
southerly managers to pay attention to the manner in 
which a piece should be placed upon the stage. In 
witnessing the performance of Shakspere’s ‘‘ Tempest,” 
we were really taken by surprise to find how carefully. 
how admirably, every point of that wonderful work 
had been attended to, and the full meaning of the 
author carried out. Mr. Phelps in Prospero was all 
that could be desired; and Miss Laura Addison was a 
truly charming Miranda. If this young lady could 
but overcome a slight tendency to het players desig- 
nate ‘‘mouthing’’ some of her words, she would very 
soon reach the summit of her art. Her Miranda was 
a pure and beautiful assumption. The Ariel of a Miss 
Julia St. George pleased us mightily; her singing 
‘Where the bee sucks” proved her not only to possess 
a very superior voice, but great natural taste. Let 
this young lady continue the course she is now in, 
and she may hope ere long to do much in her profes- 
sion. The scenery by Mr. Fenton and Mr. Finlay 
deserves very high commendation, as displaying great 
imaginative and executive power in both these artists. 
The first scene in particular, the rising of the storm, 
was, when we take into consideration the dimensions 
of the theatre, perfectly wonderful. We had nearly 
omittted to mention the best Caliban we ever remem- 
ber to have seen. Mr. G. Bennett in this character 
was, indeed, admirable. 

It is intended, we believe, to close the theatre for 
the summer months, it being found that tragedy and 
the dog-days seldom agree. 

It was proposed to have established a first-rate 
operatic company here for the summer season, but 
the idea is, we understand, entirely given up.

PHILHARMONIC.—The fifth concert took place on 
Monday. The first part consisted of Haydn’s sinfonia 
in G minor, op. 59; ‘* Ciel che feci,’’ a romanza by 
Verdi ; a concerto by Beethoven, for the violin, per- 
formed by Herr Joachim ; recitative, ‘ Trascorsi ¢ 
Vora,” and aria, ‘‘ Quando il cor ;’”’ terminating with 
Weber’s overture to ‘‘ Oberon.” The Faatt part 
contained Beethoven’s sinfonia in A (No. 7) ; Ros- 
sini’s duetto, ‘‘ Ah si tu por gl’occhi tuoi;’’ and the 
overture by Cherubini, ‘‘ Les deux Journées.’”’ The 
symphonies and vocal pieces were of about the usual 
degrees of excellence, and went off with about the 
usual share of applause ‘The only point requiring a 
few words, or, indeed, a great many, had we space, was 
the performance of Herr Joachim. He wasa splendid 
violinist at thirteen years old, and played at some of the 
principal concerts in the world; our readers may guess 
what he must be now, when we say that we could not 
find a fault. His tone was magnificent, his execution 
perfect. The concerto itself is one that tries the 
powers of a performer as greatly as any we can re- 
collect ; but all was ease, all was true to the meaning 
of the composer and to pure taste. he last piece 
was performed to a very thin room, but this is not an 
uncommon occurrence. 

HERR KUHE’s MATINEE MvsIcaLe.—Thisentertain- 
ment drew a numerous assemblage of company to the 
Hanover-square Rooms on Friday, the 7th instant, and 
afforded a splendid treat to the admirers of pianoforte 

laying. With Herr Kuhe’s talents as a pianist the 
English public were made acquainted during his 
brief visit to this country last season. Since then he 
has made a rapid stride in advance, and he may now 
fairly be pronounced a perfect master of his instru- 
ment. He performed on Friday week several pieces 
calculated to display his powers in every variety of 
style—from the simplicity of a plaintive melody se- 
lected from the opera of ‘‘ Nina,’”’ to the most com- 
plicated difficulties of the schools of Liszt and Thal- 
berg. In a fantasia, on airs from “ Lucia di Lammer- 
moor,” his energy and feeling were conspicuously 
brought out. A duo on two pianos, by Madame Dulc- 
ken and Herr Kuhe, was a brilliant tour de force 
on the part of both performers, and it elicited the 
rapturous approbation which it well deserved. There 
were some other instrumental performances well de- 
serving of honourable mention. Among them we 
must particularize those of the brothers Hellmesberger 
on the violin, and of Signor Ciardi on the flute. The 
latter gentleman, who, on this occasion, appeared for 
the first time in London, quite electrified the audience 
by the singular mastery he displayed on his instru- 
ment. Amidst all the variety and excellence of the 
instrumental part of the concert, the vocal portion 
was rendered highly attractive by the charmin sing- 
ing of Mesdames Jenny Lutzer and Knispel, ‘Misses 
Pyne and Dolby, the Signori Marras and Galli, and 
Herr Holzel. Mr. Gregg, a promising young singer 
(a pupil of Staudigl), sang Benedict’s “ Rage thou 
angry storm!’’ He possesses a bass voice of the 
finest quality, and his style is worthy of his eminent 
master. Between the parts of the concert John 
Parry enlivened the audience with some of his most 
diverting comicalities. ‘ 

The concert given by the Misses Wheatley, at Ken- 
sington, on Wednesday evening, went off brilliantly. 
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The room was well filled, and the selections met very 
general applause. The young genius of the concert 
performs, at the age of fifteen, admirably on the violin 
as well as on the piano.

ROYAL ACADEMY. 
(SECOND NOTICE.) 


We have already noticed most of the leading 
pictures in the large room—there are yet some de- 
serving of especial remark. No.170, ‘TheWooing of 
Katharina,’ vide ‘Taming of the Shrew,” A. L. 
Egg. A picture of the very highest order of merit. 
The treatment altogether novel, well drawn, and 
beautifully coloured. The pouting, petted, uneasy 
character and expression of the lady are well con- 
trasted with the conscious power of the bold Pe- 
truchio. 

F. R. Lee, R.A., comes out with a goodly array 
of masterly pictures this year. They all possess 
the freshness and variety for which he is so justly 
celebrated. We scarcely know which to admire 
the most; they are all perfect of their kind. 

There are two clever pictures of the same sub- 
ject, one in the middle room, No, 241, by W. 1 
Frith, A., and the other _in the west room, No. 
453, by F. Goodall, ‘An English Merry-making a 
hundred years ago,’ 

«When the merry bells ring round, 
And the jocund rebecks sound, 
To many a youth, and many a maid, 
Dancing in the checquered shade ; 


And young and old come forth to play 
On a sunshine holiday,” 


They are both pictures of very great merit—the 
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latter is the fullest in point of variety of in- 
terest and character. The pedlar with his 
wares, and the curiosity they excite both with 
old and young, are very cleverly managed; the 
child in arms is grasping at the glittering 
trinkets, and the little boy is feeling in his pockets, 
as if in hope of meeting with a stray coin. In the 
door porch is seen a soldier trying to enlist two 
young countrymen, while his companion is enter- 
taining others round a well-filled table. The hardy, 
jolly-looking yeoman sitting on the right in the 
act of paying his score to the landlord, who 
seems to make it out in the old-fashioned way 
on his fingers. These characters, with the one 
enjoying the cold ham, are perfect. The merry 
group of children in the foreground, the dancing 
in the distance, and the whole scene is full 
of life and spirit. Frith’s picture is also a mas- 
terly one; the group of young people pulling 
the old man to the dance, is extremely happy ; 
and the old dame, disturbed at her tea, chuckles 
at her liege lord being dragged away in the midst 
of such boisterous mirth. We have also a jealous 
lover, fortune.-teller, and other incidents, all painted 
with spirit, thought, and judgment. 

Mr. Creswick, A., as usual, exhibits many pic- 
tures of great excellence. His largest one (233), 
‘England,’ is decidedly his best. It has less man- 
nerism than many of his later productions. The 
only thing objectionable in it is the girl and horse 
in the water. It would have been much better if 
the horse had been represented in motion ; as it is, 
it is standing still in a very unlikely place, and is 
in bad drawing. 4511, ‘The London Road a 
hundred years ago,’ by the same artist, is a very 
interesting picture of times gone by. The little 
incident of the girl parting from her parents is very 
happily introduced. 515, ‘The Deserter’s Home,’ 
R. Rte grave, A. A good subject, and tells its tale 


admirably. The grouping of the figures might 


have been better, but the consternation umongst 
the women is well expressed. The scene outside 
the house is most excellent. The daylight is bright 
and natural, and the steady march of the soldiers 
is well contrasted with the affrighted boy that is 
running in to give the alarm, 

401. ‘Drovers halting on their Way over the 
Mountains,’ T. S. Cooper, A. This artist’s pic- 
tures are all clever of their class; his cattle are 
always painted to perfection, but his pictures 
generally appear to have been made up from the 
same sketches, without sufficient novelty to make 
them create any particular interest. In this, how- 
ever, we are glad to observe a pleasing varicty. 
Independent of the admirable cattle, we have a 
noble landscape and figures, which altogether make 
up a pleasing picture, and do credit to the talent 
of the artist. 


640. ‘ Quitting the Manse,’ G. Harvey. This 
is a picture of great thought and feeling. ‘ An 


incident in the disruption of the Scottish Church 
in 1843, when nearly 500 ministers, for conscience’ 
sake, and what they esteemed the cause of truth, 
gave up stipends and manses and social posses- 
sion, in a word, everything which men most te- 
naciously regard, and the abandonment of which 
may therefore safely be taken as the test of 
honesty and a good conscience.’’ The veneration 
of the humble flock, and the sympathy they feel 
in loss of their revered pastor, are finely felt and 
portrayed. The very children seem impressed 
with the solemnity of the occasion. The calm 
conscious look of the minister, supporting his 
aged mother on his arm, is a masterpiece of art. 

421. ‘The Burial of Charles I,’ A. Johnson. 
A broad, vigorous, and finely-painted picture. It 
is hung too high to be seen to advantage. 

In the Octagon-room there are some good pic- 
tures, but it would, we conceiye, been doing the 
artists greater credit by keeping them out of 
the exhibition altogether, than by placing them 
to such unfair disadvantage in such a situation. 

We have not yet noticed any of the numerous 
portraits that crowd the walls. There is nota

LAW AND POLICE. 


Court or ComMonN PLEAS.—WEDNESDAY, May 
12,—Barnes v. WAarD.—This was an action brought 
under the recent statute, the 9th and 10th of Victoria, 
c. 93, by the plaintiff, a waterman to a cab-stand, to 
recover compensation in damages for the injury sus- 
tained by himself and three children through the death 
of his wife, caused, as alleged, by the culpable negli- 
gence of the defendant in leaving an area of an un- 
finished house open and unfenced off, the said area 
abutting upon a public pathway. The defendant is a 
builder, and it was admitted he was in possession of 
the premises in question, which are at a place called 
Victoria-grove-terrace, situated between the Ux- 
bridge and Moscow roads. It appeared that the de- 
ceased, Jane Barnes, had been with her sister and a 
couple of her children to the Paddington station to 
meet a niece. The party had rezaled themselves on 
ale, gin, and brandy, but not, the surviving sister 
swore, in any considerable quantity, or to such an ex- 
tent as in the least to affect their sobriety. ‘he niece 
was not called. This was onthe 26th of last October, 
and at nine o’clock at night this party, the children 
walking first, the deceased and her sister following them, 
and the niece bringing up the rear, preferred passing 
through the field in which those unfinished houses 
stood, to taking the course by which they had, in the day- 
time, gone to the terminus, which led through aflagged, 
paved, and lighted road. The reason assigned by the 
sister was that they wanted to speak to each other. It 
seemed also from the almanac which was put in that 
on the 26th of October there was moonlight at nine 
o’clock at night. However, according to the evidence, 
the niece having dropped her cuff and stooped to pick 
it up, the witness alluded to turned round to her, and 
then, on resuming her position, found her sister, Jane 
Barnes, had vanished. She had fallen into the area, 
and, when afterwards taken out of it by two men, was 
found dead. There was no dispute about the facts. 
Evidence was given to show that the deceased was in 
the habit of acting as a charwoman and washerwoman, 
and could earn when employed 2s, or 2s. 6d. per day, 
which she contributed to the maintenance of the family. 
The real question in the case was whether, through 
this field on which the unfinished houses stood, 
there was a public pathway, leading from the Uxbridge 
to the Moscow road.—Mr. M. Chambers, with whom 
was Mr, Farram, contended that the pathway was pub- 
lic, and called evidence in support of this position.— 
For the defendant Mr. Sergeant Byles, with whom was 
Mr. Ogle, maintained that the pathway was not a 
public pathway, but only an occasional pathway ; that 
the deceased had no business there, and was in fact a 
trespasser; and that the defendant was in no sort liable 
by law for the deplorable accident which had taken 
place, It was admitted that there was no public road- 
way. And it was argued that the pathway which 
existed in the field had not been constituted, as ap- 
peared from the evidence, a public pathway by pre- 
scription, or by dedication of the owner of the soil, the 
only other way in which it could be made public. The 
persons who held the ground for the last twenty-five 
years had been the lessees of the Bishop of London. 
They could not dedicate, nor, Sergeant Byles contended, 
could the Bishop, as a corporation sole, himself dedi- 
cate, and so bind his successors in the see by his act. 
And leave was reserved to bring those points before the 
full court. No witnesses were called for the defence,— 
Mr. Justice Coltman left the jury to say, first, whether 
the pathway was or was not apublic pathway ; secondly, 
whether the area, as laid in the declaration, abutted 
on the public pathway, or stood at some distance 
from it; and if the latter, whether it was, nevertheless, 
sufficiently near to be dangerous to the Queen’s 
subjects in passing to and fro; thirdly, whether there 
had been that degree of negligence and want of care 
and caution on the part of the deceased which would 
release the defendant from all liability on account of 
an accident which would have occurred through her 
own fault.—The jury, after a short consultation, re- 
plied that the pathway was public, that the area 
abutted on it, and that the accident had not occurred 
through any negligence on the part of the woman, And 
their verdict was for the plaintiff, with £300 damages, 
thus to be distributed :—£100 to the deceased woman’s 
husband, £75 a piece to each of her daughters, and 
£50 to her son. The jury suggested that the sums 
allotted to the children should be in some way secured.

NAVAL AND MILITARY. 


On the 10th inst. detachments of regiments serving 
in. India arrived at the invalid depdt, Fort Pitt, 
Chatham, consisting of 6 men of the 9th Queen’s 
Lancers; 2 sergeants and 12 privates of the 21st Fusi- 
liers; 5 men of the 24th; 1 manof the 29th; 5 men of 
the 3lst; 2 men of the 53rd; and 7 sergeants, 1 cor- 
poral, 1 drummer, and 19 privates of the 98th, with 
8 women, and 18 children, in charge Lieutenant 
F. L. Bennett, of the 9th Foot. These troops em- 
barked at Calcutta on the 4th of January last, on board 
the ship Lord Hungerford, 1200 tons burden, Captain 
Pinkett. Before the ship sailed out of the Ganges the 
Asaitic cholera broke out on board, which carried off 
8 soldiers of the 98th, 1 soldier of the 29th, and 6 of 
the ship’s crew. ‘The disorder gradually abated as the 
ship advanced in the Indian Ocean. ‘The ship put in 
at St. Helena for water on the 18th of March, and 
arrived at Gravesend on Wednesday evening. Dr. 
Roberts, a civilian, had medical charge of the men, 
and the troops speak very highly of that gentleman’s 
attention, and also of the captain. Of the troops, on 
medical inspection by Dr. French, 17 were sent to the 
hospital; the remainder to St. Mary’s barracks, to be 
discharged on pensions.
